The National Security Insurance 
Company, of Elba, announced last 
week that it had filed a lawsuit in 
an attempt to recover over 200,000 
shares of the company's common 
stock that had been purchased by a 
Louisianna millionaire during an 
apparant effort to take over the local 
insurance company. 

The wording of the lawsuit stat- 
ed that National Security was seek- 
ing the "immediate sequestration of 
226,243 shares of its outstanding 
stock illegally acquired and benefi- 
cially held by Mutual Savings Life 
Insurance Company, the prohibi- 
tion of the voting of the shares by 
Mutual Savings and the divestiture 
of Mutual Savings of its shares." 

Louis Roussel, a Louisianna fi- 
nancier who is the majority stock- 
holder of Mutual Savings, pur- 


chased 22.2% of National Security's 
stock last year from an Atlanta, 
Georgia company and later stated 
publicly that he had hopes of pur- 
chasing majority ownership in the 
company and that if the attempt 
was successful he would "fire every- 
one"at the Elba firm except for the 
sales force. 

Alabama Insurance Commis- 
sioner Jack Greeno conducted a 
hearing on the acquisition of the 
stock and in March ruled against 
Roussel. 

Despite the failure to approve 
the acquisition of the stock, Greeno 
failed to clarify what would be done 
with the stock that had already been 
purchased by Roussel. 

National Security, in the law- 
suit, stated that Mutual Savings 
continued to retain possession and 


Federal courts give final approval to

Helping with housework is the 
first experience children have with 
employment. Children who are as- 
signed certain tasks at home, are re- 
sponsible for these tasks, and are 
held accountable if the tasks are not 
completed, learn responsibility, 
team spirit, home living skills and 
other positive attitudes they will 
carry over into their adult life. 

Due to an increasing affluence of 
today, many children have learned 
to be consumers rather than produc- 
ers. They then get married and dis- 
cover that they have not acquired 
sufficient skills to perform even the 
basic tasks required. These are tasks 
such as food shopping and prepara- 
tion, cleaning and managing on 
their income. 

They also go into the work force 
ill-prepared because they have never 
known what it is to be responsible 
for an assigned task and following 
through to completion of that task. 


There has always been someone 
(parents) who has stepped in and 
followed through. It is easier for the 


parent (or so the parent thinks) to 
go ahead and do whatever the child 
was supposed to do rather than take 
the action necessary to make sure 
the child follows through. This is a 
common mistake. Parents often 
say, "It's not worth the hassle!" My 
feeling is - why should it be a 
hassle in the first place? Begin early 
in teaching the necessity of com- 
pleting assigned tasks and the 
hassle will not be necessary. 

Teaching a child a skill is not 
easy. It must be viewed by the par- 
ent as an opportunity to help the 
child begin developing life skills. 
Also, the parent must be willing to 
settle for less than perfection in the 
beginning, After all, how many of 
us made up the bed just right the 
first ime, or who of us baked per- 
fect cookies in the beginning? The 
child must be encouraged and al- 
lowed to try again.

1 John 1:5-10 

Admitting that we are wrong is one 
of life's most difficult tasks. Some- 
where along the line we have condi- 
tioned ourselves into believing that we 
never make mistakes. We hardly ever 
commit any wrong. Wrong actions are 
what other people do. 

The Bible throws a glaring spotlight 
on our all-too-obvious deficiencies. 
"Sin" is the biblical word - the common 
flaw we humans share that causes us 
continually to miss God's mark. 

Of course, sin fleshes itself out in 
various ways, What the Bible calls sin 
is not just what we read about on front- 
page headlines. Sin may be the tinge of 
guilt when we see somebody we've 
wronged, and we find ourselves incapa- 
ble of apology. Sin may be flipping 
through our checkbooks at tax time and 
realizing we should have given more 
away. Sin is settling for less than our 
best. Sin rears its head in all kinds of 
scary manners. : 

1 John 1:10 urges us to be honest 
about our weaknesses. "If we say we 
have not sinned," the passage reads, "we 
make him (God) a liar, and his word is 
not in us." Let's tell the truth. Like a 
detective story hero once said, "We're 
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supposed to love, but we all flunk." 

Honesty about sin is the only path 
to forgiveness. When we come Aires 
about our transy+rssions, the grace of 
Jesus Christ does for us what we finally 
admit we can't do for ourselves. Only 
when we throw up our hands in total 
resignation can the mercy of our Lord 
start his free-grace house-sweeping in 
our i:

One can hardly read a newspaper, or hear a newscast, without being con- 
fronted with tragedy. This has led some to question the existence of God. 
They ask, "If God really is all powerful, and all loving, why does He allow 
so much pain and suffering in this world?" The world has no_answer to the 
problem of suffering. Christianity offers an answer. 

Genesis 1:27 tells us that God created man in His own image. Being made 
in the image of God, man has the free will to choose between right and 
wrong. Adam, and all men since Adam have chosen to sin, which has 
brought the consequences of sin to mankind. Much of the suffering we see ' 
today is a direct result of man's sin. The innocent often suffer because others 
have used their free will to sin. Sin is here because of man, not God. 

Much of man's suffering can also be attributed to the presence of the ene- 
my, Satan, In the parable of the wheat and the tares, Jesus explained the 
tuining of the field by the sowing of tares, saying, “an enemy hath done 
this" (Matt. 13:28). The book of Job demonstrates Satan's ruthlessness in 
his persecution of men, including righteous men, such as Job. 

God hates sin. The Bible is filled with demonstrations of God's judgment 
on those who sin. Ananias and Sapphira were struck dead for lying to the 
. Holy Spirit concerning their gifts to the church (Acts 5). God again and 

again called Israel to repentance, although it often refused to hear. Some of 

the suffering in the world today may be allowed by God as punishment. 

God is a God of love. Man's real problem is not suffering, but sin. "For 
God so loved the world that he gave his only begotten Son that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but have everlasting life" (John 3:16). 
We canot say that God has done nothing about the problem, becaue he has 
done something, in sending Christ. 

Often, there is value in suffering. Paul asked the Lord three times to re- 
move his "thorn in the flesh," The Lord's answer was, "My grace is suffi- 
cient for thee... for my strength is made perfect in weakness" (2 Cor, 12:9). 
Paul wrote, "tribulation worketh-patience; and patience, experience; and ex- 
perience, hope: and hope maketh not ashamed, because the love of God is 
shed abroad in our hearts" (Rom. 3:3-5). The key in suffering, is whether it 
makes us bitter, or better. . , 

It must always be remembered, in facing suffering, that God Himself is 
the Great Sufferer, who gave His Son to die for wicked men. He feels our 
pain and suffering. In these things we cannot understand, we must trust Him 
because of the things we do understand.

MARCH: KITE FLYING MONTH

March is generally designated as the "kite-flying month.” March's windy weather 
conditions make it ideal for amateur kite-flying and kite-flying tournaments. “March 
brings in spring and ends winter. Spring in the northern half of the world begins 
with the Vernal Equinox which occurs on March 20 and 21. On this day the cen- 
ter of the sun is directly over the equator. March can be both wintry and springlike. 
Blistery, windy days occur as frequently as mild, sunny days,” says World Book 
Encyclopedia. 

“A kite is an object that is flown in the air at the end of a line. The name comes 
from a graceful, soaring bird called a kite. Most kites consist of material such as pa- 
per or cloth mounted on a frame made of sticks, to which a line is attached. Howev- 
er, many kite builders use lighter, more durable synthetic coverings, such as plastics 
or nylon. They also use fiberglass or aluminum instead of wood for the frame, and 
nylon or polyester instead of cotton for the line. Kites can be made in hundreds of 
sizes, shapes and colors. 

"There are hundreds of different types of kites. The most basic types include flat, 
bowed, box, delta and flexible.” 

Kites are found at almost all stores and are fairly inexpensive. For hours of fun, 
try kite-flying for a little recreation.

AHSAA PASSES NEW RULINGS AT SPRING MEETING 


The Alabama High School Athletic Association held its spring meeting 
back in March and passed a number of proposals that should help the associ- 
ation and its member schools. ‘ 

The proposals that caught my eye among the list of 29 possible changes 
included the following: : 

***Arca winners will host the first round of the football playoffs and 
then beginning in the second round the host team will be determined by 
travel. If both teams have travelled an equal amount of times a designated 
team will be the host and if two teams from the same area are playing the 
area winner will be the host; however, in other cases the travel will be the 
deciding factor. The change is fair! 

*** All schools in the same area must schedule and play each team in its 
area two games during the regular season in basketball. In the past some 
teams wouldn't play area opponents if they knew they couldn't win, but 
now the games are required. 

***All junior high players will now be allowed to move up to a higher 
level of competition after the completion of the junior high season, Such 
has been the case in football, but in basketball a rule prevented junior high 
players from moving up to the varsity after the junior high season ended. I 
have mixed feelings about the change, but on the surface it seems okay. 

***In baseball both the area winner and the runner up will advance to the 
state tourney. The past few years both advanced in football and basketball 
and in both sports the runner ups often claimed state titles, but in baseball 
only the area winner advanced, which wasn't fair, This is a good change! 

***and, added a provision that would allow athletes to receive state 
championship rings free as recognition for their accomplishments. In the 
past the players bought the rings, which most parents were glad to do, but 
now booster clubs, businesses or schools can give the rings. 

Other proposals that failed to get the votes needed for passage included 
abolishment of spring football practice at both the high school and junior 
high level (23-9); that ambulance service be mandatory at playoff games 
(25-7); that a season be reduced to nine games with all championship games 

to be played at Legion Ficld (27-5); a reduction in the number of areas from 
16 to 12 to make scheduling casicr (24-8); the sanctioning of soccer as a 
winter or spring sport (21-11); that transfer students not eligible for varsity 
play be allowed to play on the B team or junior team (25-7) and to allow 
tcams to attend summer basketball camps (18-14). 

The move to abolish spring training is brought up every year and this 
year the schools voting voted against the move 148-110, which is pretty 
close. Look for spring practice to end sooner than you think!

Republican Party. 

Comm. Eugene Bradley stated 
that he couldn't support the resolu- 
tion because "I've talked to the gov- 
ernor and his highway folks ha- 
ven't been able to get one single 
thing." 

Faulk and Averett voted for the 
motion, while Bradley opposed the 
resolution and Eagerton, Bryan, 
Stephens and Crittenden all ab- 
Stained from voting, resulting in
